prices ran 
up to the 


neighborhood of SO cent* a pound. 
The Cuban producer* wer* offered 
25 >4 cents a pound for th«!r sugar 
hot they held It for 21. Meantime the 
government, through th* sugar eqall- 
mion board, brought the Importation 
of 800.00 tons of sugar from Peru 
and the Argentine. 


This Importation broke the market 


and tha Cubans wer* 
left high and 


dry. They and their financial backers 
suffered heavy losses. It is th* con- 
tention of th* American 
producers 


today that the bankers and producers 
who suffered In the 1980 slump are 
attempting now to recoup some of 
these losses. 


CONTROLLED CROP. 


During the war 
and In 1020 the 


go\ernrnent exercised control 
over 


the domestic crop. The government 
could not exercise control over the 
Cuban producers. Its onlv means of 
direct action at that time wai to 
Import sugar from other countries 
That means is not available to tho 
government today. 


The government furthermore is 


without the means

Cuban producers place their reserve 
stocks on the market to meet the In- 
creasing demand. Whether

DEPEND OW CUBA. 


The present seml-panio o\er the 


sugar nltnatlon has served to bring 
home to the American people the fact 
that they are dependent upon Cuba 
for a commodity which *nters into 
each American meal. The consump- 
tion In thls country, as slated, is 6,- 
500,000 toni. The American beet sugar 
interests produce only 600 000 tons. 
The Hawaiian crop Is about the same 
size The Louisiana can* crop \arles 
from 400,000 to 600,000 tons. Tha ag- 
gregatn domestic and Hawaiian pro- 
duction therefore at most Is only 1.- 
800000 tons, leaving 3,700,000 tons to 
be Imported. 


Tho American producers say they 


cannot compete with Cuba without a 
protective tariff. They also say that 
'without American pioduction, 
the 


Cuban, planters 
could charge any- 


thing they wanted. Tha Cubans, on 
the other hand, say the tariff Is re- 
sponsible for the

SHARP FLUCTUATIONS. 


The striking features In the Euro- 


pean financial aituation 
hav* been 


the continued steadiness of the Ger- 
man mark, despite the tremendous 
addition to outstanding paper Issues 
and the sharp fluctuation* in French 
francs. German note circulation has 
nearly quadrupled since the first of 
tha year—it has gone from s little 
over a trillion to over four trillions 
Yet the mark has more than doubled 
In value since the early part of Feb- 
ruary and for the lost three weeks 
has remained virtually 
stationary. 


How long the relchbank will be able 
to make Its supporting measures ef- 
fective, remanns to be seen, but so 
t.ir the performance has been most 
remarkable. 


At the high of the'week, French 


francs were up nearly a cent but the 
quick reaction which followed threw 
considerable doubt upon the sound- 
ness of the movement. One sugges- 
tion was that the French govern- 
ment was supporting the exchange 
market for the purpose of facilitating 
th* loans which It Is planned to float 
In the. early part of April. 
But 


toward the end of the week the mar- 
ket wa* taking more -account of the 
denials from German sources that 
any negotiation* were on foot look- 
Ing to a settlement of the repara- 
tions, question and the termination of 
th* struggle in the Ruhr.

It 1« suggested by an automobilist 


I hat one of the most important things 
that could be done for Macon county 
roads, a thing of tremendous value 
to drivers of cars and especially to 
strangers, would be the naming and 
marking of the rural highways.

products to the farmers. He could add 
fertilizer to these products practically 
without any addition to his overhead 
costs.
